automobile industry’s 1947 models 
but many improvements aimed at 
greater driving comfort are in the: 
making for future use. 
High 
prices 
reportedly 
already 
are disrouraging many buyers and 
it Ls unlikely that any of the major 
engineering advances 
will 
appear 
before 1948 or even later. But, once 
volume output and distribution are 
assured, the industry may be able 
to recast its entire pricing struc 
ture and incorporate many of the 
changes to attract even more buy­ 
ers. 
• 
Here are a few of the things to 
come: 
An improved 
heating 
and 
air 
conditioning system, coupled with 
a device that will keep the engine 
always warm, even when the car 
Ls parked out-of-doors for hours. 
A longer-life battery that will be 
kept constantly at full charge. 
More automatic transmissions. 
Greater Use of Plasties 
Greater use of plastics 
for 
in­ 
terior trim an d other non-stressed 
parts. 
Wider front seats. 
Better all-ar ound visibility through 
more window area. 
These items are not part of a 
future "dream car,” but things that 
are virtually ready now for installa­ 
tion in the 
present-day automo­ 
bile, held back chiefly by the fac­ 
tor of production costs. 
With the pre-war low-price cars 
selling in what formerly was the 
mitidle-price bracket and all other 
models correspondingly higher, the 
industry heads am trying to « vain 
anything that will further advance 
retail prices. 
This is particularly true in the 
erstwhile low-price field that nor­ 
mally represents about three-fourths 
of the motorcar industry’s produc­ 
tion and distribution. 
Price« Dependent On Costs 
Until new wage contracts have 
been written the ¿ wr makers will 
have hardly an approximate idea of 
1947 production costs. 
They do know that the retail price 
increases implemented during the 
last six months already have re­ 
sulted in some "softening” of de- 
nand, even it unfilled orders are 
m greater volume than they were 
a year ago. 
Probably the most expensive of 
the items ILsted for incorporation 
in the post-postwar car is the au­ 
tomatic transmission. On the basis 
of present production costs it Ls 
incorporated in the current Olds- 
mobile models for around $150 as 
optional equipment. 
Still on the basLs of present m an­ 
ufacturing costs the other articles 
are not expected to come anywhere 
near that figure Yet the industry 
heads, who assert they lost money 
on mast of the passenger cars pro­ 
duced last year, say nothing can 
be added in the way of new equip­ 
ment without further stepping up 
retail prices.

of the ideas is to clear blighted land bv public action 
and public funds and thereafter to turn it over to pri­ 
vate enterprise for redevelopment under arrangements 
giving back government its original investment, plus 
Interest, plus assurance of higher tax revenues from 
the salvaged areas Another is a m eans of measuring 
m unicipal blight on a 
comparative basis, to 
show 
w hen and when it Is necessary to undertake redevel­ 
opment. A common tendency in all plans for redevel­ 
opment is to Include provisions for ud iquate parks 
and schools, as insurance ag ainst recurrence of blight.
